One hundred cigarettes were issued to each EM as a 10-day ration. 

Canteens were operated at the casernes* Officers had their own can- 
teens where toilet articles could be purchased and where there was 
a small restaurant In which they could dine. The EM had their own 
canteen where toilet articles and some canned goods could be purchased. 
Occasionally, meat was available for purchase but EM rarely had enough 
money to buy such food. For the EM mess, bread, fresh vegetables, 
and meat were purchased every other day, or as needed, from state - 
pwned stores or military warehouses , Bakery and dairy /ducts were 
never served to the EM. One-half liter of beer was Issued to the EM 
when they took the oath of service and on national holidays . 
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Medical attention for EM was practically non-existent unless the EM 
required hospitalization. They were then taken to the hospital at 
Krakow $ 50-05, E 1 9-557. There were no trained medical officers 
or aid men assigned to the lSth WOP Brig, but one officer was desig- 
nated medical officer. A dispensary was maintained, but the only 
medical supplies available were cotton, iodine and bandages. EM 
complaining of illnesB were often accused of malingering. Dental care 
consisted of extractions, regardless of the condition of the tooth. 
This was accomplished at the hospital in Krakow. T 
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milltary cemeteries existed at Krakow and Warszawa 25X1 
/E 52-15 > E 21-00/. Distinguished civilian party members and decora- 
ted service personnel could be interred at these cemeteries .

The movie was scheduled for 2200 hours and lasted until 2400. Train- 
ing films of battles , hand-to-hand combat, constructif%^f- field for- 
tifications, and Stalin's revolution were shown to the EM* Political 
lectures were sometimes substituted.
